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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 -3, 8-13, 18-22 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by White (US. Pat. #: 6,941,134). 

Regarding claims 1,11 and 21, White teaches a system and a method for automated 
management of the behavior of a wireless communication device. The system and method 
which allows an authorized person (e.g., parents or employers) to set preferences or controls 
specifying the actions or inactions that a wireless communication device will be constrained to. 
The authorized person may configure the preferences, via using of a computer or workstation 12 
as shown in figure 1, by accessing to a dedicated provider configuration application 106. The 
overall specified preferences can include a number of minutes per billing cycle, called total 
buckets, a number of minutes allotted to peak or off-peek hours, etc. When the specified 
preferences were properly updated and entered by the authorized person, the specified 
preferences are transmitted to the device 1 18 (see col.4, line 51 through col. 5, line 67). The 
device 1 1 8 is configured and then operates with the new preferences (see col. 6, line 42 through 
col.39). 
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Regarding claims 2-3, 12-13 and 22, note col.8, lines 9-32. 
Regarding claims 8-9, 18-19 and 25-26, note col.8, lines 63-67. 
Regarding claims 10, 20, note col.4, lines 37-50. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J 03 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4-7, 14-17 and 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over White (US. Pat. #: 6,941,134) in view of Pericas et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0224661). 

Regarding claims 4-7, 14-1 7 and 23-24, White teaches all subject matters as claimed 
above, except for determining, controlling and managing a number of rollover minutes available 
to a particular subscriber on a month-to-month basis over the course of one full year 
subscription. However, Pericas et al. ("Pericas") teaches such features in paragraphs [0010], 
[0025], [0037] and [0046] for a purpose of improving the management and controlling of 
wireless accounts for wireless communication service subscriptions provided to wireless 
subscribers. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the use of the features of determining, controlling and 
managing a number of rollover minutes available to a particular subscriber on a month-to-month 
basis over the course of one full year subscription, as taught by Pericas, into view of White in 
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order to improve the management and controlling of wireless accounts for wireless 
communication service subscriptions provided to wireless terminals of wireless subscribers. 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Plush et al. (US. Pat. #: 6,532,282) teaches a system and a method for rollover of bundle 
of call time on each billing period to the next period on subscribers' accounts in a mobile 
communications system.
